Wing-Maxixo ts Cuina.—In the December 
numbor of the Chinese fiecorder, we tind an 
interesting article from tho pen of the 
Rev, J. Edkins, D.D., on *Wine and 
Wine-making in Chins." Wivo-making 
is said to have existed for thousands of 
ycars before the intreduction of distilling. 
The process is simple, Glutinous rice, or 
hicang-mi, is placed over a fire in a largo 
iron pan and softened with warm water. 
It is wade inte a thick, solid sort of a gruel. 
This steeped rice is placed on a table with 
taised edges to prevent the fluid from 
overflowing. Over the rico when in this 
state, the leaven tu aid fermentation ‘is 
aprinkled. The whole ia then mixed and 
mashed with au irow masher, and remains in 
a large stoneware jur fur several days. If 
the wine is desired to. be of a sweet taste, 
two days are enough ; but for wine without 
aweut taste four or five days are required. 
To wake the sveond kind of wine stronger, 
the Chiucse brewer often adds spirit, After 
all this the wine, solid and liquid parts 
together, is placed in acloth bag, and this 
yors into a pressing chest of wood, called 
tha, the wine-press, A heavy stone presses 
it dow1, and the wino flows out from a sort 
of tva-pot spout in the side of the 
press" Tho romaindor of sulicd: matter is 
cat ed ts-r, and is used to feed animals or 
asaierment, The method of distilling was 


cold. . Dr Jamicaon and Dr Reid took notes 
of the state ‘of affnits ;‘the -Coronor. was 
communicated with-;.and Jater in the day 
an inquest was held, Insanity, unques- | 
tionably, led to the infliction of the injuries 
from which deceased died. He had no 
nionetary reverses’ or trouble of any kind, 
snd his settled compstency, was suflicient, 
for all his re-eonable requirements and ra- 
tional enjoyment. Deceased has been in tlie 
East not far short of twenty -yearr:. About 
1870 he was second officer of the steam-r 
Nanzing. This was. eome time before shoe 
was sold and converted into n yacht for the 
Mikado of. Japan; and in 1873, whon the 
Onion Company's stenmers were transferred 
to tho China Navigation Campany, he was 
second officer of the afterwarda-wrecked 
steamer le.’ He-was in command of 
the China Navication Company's -stenwers 
from about 1877 te 1882, and he was’ in 
charge.of the Shanghai-when she towed off 
the blue-funnel steamer Achilles, loaded with 
tea, in the Yangtsze, un the occasion which 
lod to s0 much litigation tefere the High 
Conrtsin Londos. Subsequently hs com: 
manded the Tun-in, when she weson the 
Shanghai-Ningpo route. About 1882 his 
sight failed him, £5 000 was left him by 
relative in Wales, and he ceased uc iva em- 
ployment, going to Eugland, afterwards to 
the Australian Colonies, and latterly ho has 
lived on his sneans in Shanghai. It is wor- 
thy of note that a few weeks age he contri- 


buted Tls. 207 for tho assi-tance of a dis- [
